All orders must be accompanied by cash in full, or 25% deposit will hold 
orders of 5.00 or more for April delivery, balance to be sent before delivery, 
OMmwilsend.G. OF D:

We do not guarantee bulblets to grow, nor the crop you harvest, as soil dis- 
eases, dips, sprays, etc., used, puts this beyond our control. 


Our bulbs are state certified, inspected in field and storage. 


SIZE OF BULBS 
Large Bulbs are 114” in diameter or more, and give the largest spikes. 


Medium Bulbs are 34” to 1144” in diameter. These bloom excellently, 
often as well as large, but somewhat later. 


Small Bulbs average 9” in diameter and often bloom, but with smaller 
spike. 
Bulblets—The little hard shelled cormlets from which bulbs are grown.

CONRAD (413) <A very tall deep yellow with a large scarlet feather on lower petal. 
Deeper in color than Spotlight and larger, with lightly ruffled and fluted florets. This has 
been grown to 7’ in height but 6’ spikes are common. It opens 6 to 7 5” florets with 5 
showing color on 20 bud flowerheads of 30”. The florets are heavy textured and well 
attached and spikes are straight and strong.

ANNE SHERMAN (Woods) (Mid-season) (540) A very fine lovely shade of clear shell pink, 
with white raised midrib. This has very heavy fluting and ruffling. It is very early, 75 days. 
Opens 7 blooms on tall spikes with 22 buds. Florets are 51%” and are leathery and lasting.

AYLMER GLORY (Teeple) (Mid-season) (566) A fine lavender with some slight rose in it, 
height 52”, flowerhead 20 to 22”.

BLACK CHERRY (Rich) (Mid-season) (554) A giant black red that will open to 10 florets 
in double row placement.

BLUEBERRY (Harris) (478) Here is a fine new med. violet blue that is practically a self 
color. It opens 8 slightly ruffled blooms on tall 56” spikes. This is a fine addition to this 
class.

BLUE LAGOON (Snyder) (Early) (478) Medium deep blue, very clear, shades lighter in 
upper throat and slightly deeper on lower throat petal. ‘all, straight grower, 60” high, 
41%” to 5” wide open blooms of excellent texture with 6 well placed blooms open on a long 
flowerhead. Excellent propagation and germination. Grows good under driest conditions.

It grows 56” tall 
and opens 8 blooms on 28” flowerheads of 20 to 22 buds. Spikes are always straight and 
blooms are heavy textured and firmly attached. Wonderful exhibition and commercial.

CANUCK (Tyndall) (532) A huge soft salmon to lighter throat having reddish throat lines. 
This is tremendous with florets of 8” or over on 30” flowerheads of 22 buds. It opens 8 
with 8 in color on 66” spikes. This is strictly an exhibition variety.

CATHERINE BEATH (Coutts) (Mid-season) (312) A fine clear, smooth deep yellow with 
high color value. It opens up to 10 beautiful florets on long flowerheads. Should be very

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CHARLOTTE RUSSE (Barrett) (Mid-season) (506) Here is a perfectly gorgeous ruffled 
cream with small throat mark of scarlet on faint chartreuse. Looks good enough to eat 
and makes fine straight spikes.

CHARMETTE (Tyndall) A wonderful new miniature of a dark glistening red with silvery 
edge on the petals. It opens 5 blooms on 36” plants with 14 buds. Very fine.

CHEROKEE (Snyder) (590) A distinctive and novel new color in the A.O.C. It is an 
attractive ruffled and fluted reddish bronze. This should easily top everything in this class.

Winnings include Grand Champion 1953 at Detroit, Amer. Home Ach. Medal and Award 
of Merit 1952. It is beautiful in combination with yellow and light bronze for fall use, 
and should be of considerable commercial value.

CHINOOK (Lines) (Mid-season) (532) A pure rich, clear salmon without marking. A lush 
grower up to 6 ft. and opens up to 9-6” florets.

CONNIE G (Woods) (Early mid-season) (506) Entrancingly beautiful — these words can 
not convey the beauty of this lovely glad.

Its heavy textured ruffled petals and the fine straight spikes 
with 10 open blooms are really something.

CREOLE BELLE (Allen) (462) <A heavily ruffled and needlepointed rich deep maroon 
blending somewhat lighter in throat.
